Sergeant Ortiz said on that on the day of the incident he was working uniformed patrol as Unit 
30S, Day Shift. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class “A” long sleeve shirt with all 
required equipment with his duty weapon loaded with one round in the chamber and fifteen 
rounds in the magazine. 


Sergeant Ortiz said he was requested, over Sheriff's radio, to respond to the location regarding a 
domestic violence call for service in which no one was answering the door. While he was 

en route to the location he requested that Lennox Station desk personnel locate a phone number 
for the location in order for him to attempt to contact the residents of the location. Upon his 
arrival Deputy Chavez informed him of the nature of the call, 273.5 P.C. Spousal Assault, 
including the fact that a female had been seen lying on the floor inside the location with blood on 
the front of her shirt and that the rear of the location was secured. He went to the door in an 
attempt to contact someone inside the location and heard a “commotion” like someone fighting. 
He knocked on the door and made two requests, in Spanish and English, for someone to open the 
door; however, there was no response to his requests. Based on the exigency of the 
circumstances, the nature of the call and that a female had been seen apparently injured inside 
the location, he decided to force entry into the location. 


Sergeant Ortiz said that he ordered Deputy J to request the Fire Department to facilitate 
the entry and contacted neighbors to learn if the residents of the location had any weapons. 
While they waited for the Fire Department to arrive, he continued to “bang” on the door and 
request entry, telling the occupants that “we could help them.” 


Sergeant Ortiz said that prior to the Fire Department’s arrival he formed the entry team and 
designated Deputy Chavez as the designated shooter, Deputy Sanchez as the O.C. Spray user, 
and Deputy [EJ to be the stun bag shotgun person. The Fire Department arrived, provided 
him with a pick and a ram, and gave him instruction as to how to use the tools. After he 
“popped” the security door, he, Deputy Sanchez and Deputy Chavez began kicking the front 
door; however, the door would not open due to an unknown object blocking the door. An 
unknown deputy put his body weight against the door and pushed it open far enough to allow 
entry. Deputy Sanchez and Deputy Chavez entered the location and then he followed. He did 
not recall if Deputy KJ was inside the location or not. He “buttonhooked” left behind the 
door and stepped on top of the object that had been blocking the door. Upon entering the 
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location he saw and focused on a female, covered in blood, lying on the floor. 


Sergeant Ortiz said that approximately seven to ten seconds after they entered the location he 
saw the suspect enter the room from the kitchen area. The suspect was continuously moving 
towards him and he had an “angry grimace on his face” which “scared the shit out of me.” He 
heard numerous gunshots, raised his weapon and fired as the suspect continued advancing 
towards him. As the suspect closed the distance between them, he fired again. He saw Deputy 
Sanchez walk towards the suspect, firing as he did so. Sergeant Ortiz said that as the suspect 
reached his position, he felt as if he had been hit with something and he fell back a short 
distance. 


Sergeant Ortiz said that when the shooting stopped, the suspect went down still clutching a box 
cutter in his hand. He discovered his (Ortiz) hand was covered in blood and knew that he and 
the suspect had contact of some sort, thinking that he may have used his hand to push the suspect 
away from him. After the suspect went down, he ordered the deputies to exit the location in 
order to reassess the situation. After it was determined that the suspect no longer posed a threat, 
the Paramedics were allowed into the location to treat the suspect and victim 


Sergeant Ortiz said that he feels that the deputies saved his life by shooting the suspect because 
the suspect would certainly have “got me” if they had not shot. 


Deputy Antonio Sanchez 


Deputy Sanchez said that on the day of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in Unit 34, 
Day Shift, a one man unit. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class “A” short sleeve shirt 
with Sam Brown gunbelt containing all required equipment. His duty weapon was loaded with 
one round in the chamber and fifteen rounds in the magazine. 


Deputy Sanchez said that he responded to the location in response to a request for back-up from 
Unit 31 regarding a Spousal Assault radio call. Upon his arrival, Deputy Chavez briefed him on 
the situation, telling him about the victim on the floor inside the location and the suspect also 
being inside the location. Unit 30S, Sergeant Ortiz, was requested and they waited for him to 
arrive. 


Deputy Sanchez said that after Sergeant Ortiz arrived several attempts were made to make 
contact with the suspect and have him open the door. These attempts failed and Sergeant Ortiz 
made the decision to force entry to the location. The Fire Department was requested and 
Sergeant Ortiz designated the roles for the involved deputies with him being designated to utilize 
O.C. Spray. After the Fire Department arrived, he and Sergeant Ortiz pried the security door 
open, but were unable to open the front door sufficiently to allow entry. He “booted” the door 
and it rebounded back towards him. He pushed the door open with his body weight and 
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immediately entered as the first deputy followed by Deputy Chavez then Sergeant Ortiz. He 
went to the right and positioned himself in the southwest corner of the room. He saw the room 
was in disarray and there was a great deal of smoke in the room; however, he was unable to 
locate the origin of the smoke or distinguish from the odor what was burning. 


Deputy Sanchez said that at this point he saw the suspect, wearing only underwear, walking 
quickly in the direction of Sergeant Ortiz, who was standing on some type of debris in the 
northwest corner of the room behind the door. He saw that the suspect was holding a box cutter 
with the blade extended in his right hand and waving it like he was going to stab Sergeant Ortiz. 
Fearing that the suspect was going to stab Sergeant Ortiz, he fired “a few shots” (unknown exact 
number) at the suspect and the suspect went down on his stomach. He saw that Sergeant Ortiz 
had blood on the front of his shirt and thought that he had been stabbed. The suspect began 
trying to get up and rose to a four point position very close to Sergeant Ortiz. Fearing that the 
suspect was going to “kill” Sergeant Ortiz, he fired additional rounds (unknown exact number) at 
the suspect. The suspect went down again and he put out a radio broadcast of a deputy involved 
shooting. Sergeant Ortiz ordered everyone to exit the location. Prior to exiting he saw Deputy 
Chavez take the box cutter from the suspect. 


Deputy Daniel Chavez 


Deputy Chavez said that on the day of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in Unit 31, 
Day Shift with his partner Deputy Jamie ZI He was the bookman and Deputy 

was driving. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class “B” long sleeve shirt and Sam 
Brown gunbelt with all required equipment. 


Deputy Chavez said that they received a radio call of a Spousal Assault Now and were directed 
to respond Code 3. Upon their arrival he saw residents of the complex outside, waiting for their 
arrival. All the residents expressed their concern for the welfare of the female resident of the 
location. He contacted a woman (unknown name) who said that the female (victim) had called 
her and asked for her to come to her residence. When she arrived no one answered the front 
door so she went to the rear of the location. She looked through the kitchen window and saw the 
victim on the ground with blood on her person. At this point she saw the suspect who came to 
the window and closed the window and blinds. 


Deputy Chavez said that after he talked with woman, he knocked on the front door; however, he 
did receive any response. He went to the rear of the location and knocked on the kitchen 
window and again received no response; however he could hear movement inside the location. 
He returned to the front door and in Spanish and English requested that the door be opened, but 
again received no response. He placed a phone call into the location but no one answered. He 
then requested Sergeant Ortiz respond to the location. 
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Deputy Chavez said that when Sergeant Ortiz arrived he (Sgt Ortiz) tried calling through the 
front door, but he too received no response. Sergeant Ortiz had Deputy [IJ request the 
Fire Department respond as well as additional Lennox Station field personnel. Prior to the Fire 
Department's arrival Sergeant Ortiz designated him as the primary shooter, Deputy Sanchez as 
the O.C. Spray man and Deputy {MJ as the stun bag shotgun person. The Fire Department 
provided a pick to pry open the security screen door and after that door had been opened, Deputy 
Sanchez kicked open the front door; however, the door would not open far enough to allow 
entry. Deputy Sanchez pushed the door open and entered the location, moving to his right, he 
(Dep. Chavez) followed also moving to the right and then Sergeant Ortiz who went left around 
the door ending up standing on a mattress that had apparently been the cause of the difficulty in 
opening the door. 


Deputy Chavez said that Sergeant Ortiz told them about the victim lying on the ground covered 
in blood. Immediately after getting this information, the suspect, covered in blood and carrying 
a box cutter in his right hand, emerged from the kitchen area. The suspect was moving 
“aggressively” towards Sergeant Ortiz making a “slashing” motion with the box cutter. Sergeant 
Ortiz told the suspect in Spanish and English to stop; however, the suspect continued his 
aggressive movement towards Sergeant Ortiz. Fearing for Sergeant Ortiz life, he fired several 
(unknown number) rounds from his duty weapon. The suspect went down at Sergeant Ortiz feet, 
but approximately three to five seconds later started to get up with the box cutter still in his hand. 
He fired approximately three rounds at the suspect and he went back down to the ground. 
Sergeant Ortiz ordered everyone to exit the location to reassess the situation. Prior to exiting, he 
removed the box cutter from the suspect’s hand and outside, placed it on the sidewalk in front of 
the location. 


Deputy AA 


Deputy (J said that on the day of the incident he was working uniformed patrol in Unit 
31, Day Shift, with his partner Deputy Daniel Chavez. He was driving and Deputy Chavez was 
the bookman. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class “A” long sleeve shirt and Sam 
Brown gunbelt with all required equipment. 


Deputy SI said that they received a radio call of a Spousal Assault in progress and were 
authorized to respond Code 3. Upon their arrival, he saw numerous people standing outside the 
apartment complex with several of them “flagging them down.” He was with Deputy Chavez 
when he spoke with an unknown woman and received the information regarding the injured 
female inside the location. Sergeant Ortiz was then requested to respond along with additional 
field units and the Fire Department. 


Deputy (J said that after Sergeant Ortiz arrived, the decision was made to force entry 
into the location. Sergeant Ortiz devised a plan and assigned specific jobs to each deputy, 
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Deputy Sanchez was the O.C. Spray person, he was the stun bag shotgun person and Deputy 
Chavez along with Sergeant Ortiz would use deadly force if necessary. After utilizing tools 
provided by the Fire Department to pry open the security screen door, Deputy Sanchez began 
kicking the front door in an effort to open it. The door opened partially; however, not enough for 
people to enter the location due to a mattress and box spring that he could see was preventing the 
door from opening. 


Deputy SI said that Sergeant Ortiz used his body weight to prop the door open for 
Deputies Sanchez and Chavez to enter and move to the right. Sergeant Ortiz then entered and 
moved to his left, behind the door and out of his sight. He moved to the door threshold to enter 
the location and saw the suspect running towards them. He saw the suspect, who was waving his 
arms “wildly” and holding a “slashing device” in his hand, jump over debris on the floor moving 
in the direction of Sergeant Ortiz. He recognized the threat to Sergeant Ortiz and fired one round 
from the stun bag shotgun. Simultaneously, everyone else also started shooting. He saw the 
suspect go down and stepped out of the location, dropped the stun bag shotgun and drew his duty 
weapon. Realizing that the suspect had advanced toward the front door, he did not re-enter the 
location out of concern for being in the line of fire. After the shooting stopped he looked into the 
location and saw the suspect on the ground and everyone else standing. He heard Sergeant Ortiz 
order everyone to exit the location. When Deputy Chavez exited he saw that he (Chavez) had a 
bloody utility knife in his hand. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Ms. IJ said that the victim QM) called her mother (Wit. |g and told her that the 


suspect was hitting her and asked her to come to the location. Her | it a) 
and she ran to the victim’s apartment and her i knocked on the door, but no one answered. 
She and her [J went to the rear of the location and looked in through the kitchen window. 
She saw the suspect standing in the opening from the kitchen to the livingroom/bedroom. The 
suspect looked in her direction and told her “she was going to pay for it because it was her fault. 
He also told her [J that he “was going to pay for it too.” He also said that he “was not going 
to leave them alone and that it was [J end.” She saw that there was blood on the floor and 
the suspect was covered in blood; however, she did not see a weapon. She became frightened 
when she saw the suspect because he had a look on his face she had never seen before and would 
have thought him “crazy” if she did not know him. 


Ms. J said that she went to her residence and stood at the doorway until the deputies arrived. 
After they arrived she saw them go to the rear of the location and then return to the front. She 
told them that she had heard screams from inside and that she had seen the blood. After the 
supervisor arrived the deputies easily opened the security screen door, but had trouble opening 
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the front door. The deputies entered the location and she heard approximately four to five 
gunshots. Prior to the suspect being removed from the location she saw several items being 
removed and believes that these items caused the problem when the deputies attempted to open 
the front door. 


Mister J related substantially the same as Witness J. 


Misses MJ said that as she was leaving for church she saw Witnesses [ and SISSY 
standing in front of the victim’s door. She asked Witness J what was going on and she 
was told by Witness [J that the victim had called her and told her that the suspect was 
trying to kill her. She went to the front door and knocked; however, she did not receive an 
answer and when she put her ear to the door she could not hear anything. She, along with 
Witnesses J and (J, went to the rear of the location and looked through the kitchen 
window. She saw the suspect standing in the opening between the kitchen and the 
livingroom/bedroom area. His shirt was ripped and bloody. She heard Witness J say 
“You must have killed her.” She ran to her residence and called the Sheriff's Department. 


Mrs. SIS said that when the deputies arrived she told them that she had called but that the 
problem was in the victim’s apartment. The deputies knocked on the front door, but received no 
response. The deputies told her they would have to wait for a supervisor to enter the location. 
Another deputy arrived followed shortly after by the Fire Department. The deputies opened the 
security door and a deputy holding a shotgun began kicking the front door. A deputy told 
everyone to leave and she went to the rear parking lot with everyone else. While in the parking 
lot she heard approximately five shotgun blasts. 


Mrs. m said that she received a phone call from the victim in which the victim was screaming 
that the suspect was “killing her.” She heard a couple of thumping noises then silence. She ran 
to the victim’s apartment and began knocking on the door and calling out to her. She was unable 
to hear anything from inside the location and remembered that the victim had told her to enter 
through the window. As she was going to the rear of the location to the window, she met 
Witness [J and told her what was going on. When she reached the kitchen window, she 
removed the screen and pushed the blinds open and yelled at the suspect. She saw that the 
suspect had a lot of blood on him and she asked him what he had done to the victim. The 
suspect, with a look that frightened her, told her that her life was “terminated.” She then ran to 
tell her husband. 
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Mrs. {J said that after the deputies arrived they knocked on the door and demanded in English 
and Spanish for someone to open the door, but no one answered. The apartment manager gave 
the deputies keys; however, they were the wrong keys as they would not open the door. The 
deputies told the people standing around that they would have to wait for someone to authorize 
them to force open the door. She went into her apartment and did not see anything else; 
however, she did hear the door being forced open and approximately four gunshots. 


L.A. Co. Fire Captain Dennis Walsh 


Captain Walsh said that he and his men responded to the location in response to a paramedic 
call. Upon his arrival he saw deputies with weapons drawn and assumed that some type of 
police activity was occurring. Someone asked him for a pry bar or crow bar and he provided a 
crow bar and an ax. While the pry tools were being removed from storage he heard the deputies 
shouting “Let us in or open the door. Sheriffs, we need you to open the door,” or something 
along those lines. The deputies pried open the security screen door and then returned the pry 
tools to him. He saw a deputy kick the front door open about a foot, but it appeared that 
something was blocking the door. Another deputy joined the first and together they pushed the 
door about two thirds of the way open. With the front door open all four deputies converged on 
the door and entered the location. Within seconds there was shouting and then a shotgun blast. 
Immediately gunfire erupted, approximately ten shots, and the deputies exited the location. Two 
of the deputies had blood on them and one of them had blood on his chest and a cut of some kind 
across his shirt that had what appeared to be fat tissue stuck to it. A deputy re-entered the 
location with Paramedics and brought the suspect outside. He saw a bloodied “Stanley” utility 
knife on the lawn where the suspect was going to be laid down and moved it to a milk crate near 
the chain link fence in the front of the location. 


Paramedic Pat Sprengel 


Paramedic Sprengel said that he responded to the location with Captain Walsh on an assault call. 
When they arrived he saw three deputies standing outside the location with their guns drawn. 
The deputies were provided with pry tools and the deputies forced open the security screen door. 
The deputies and the sergeant kicked the front door, but it opened only about one foot. When the 
sergeant and deputies started into the apartment he heard the sergeant yelling, but he was unable 
to hear what was being said. When two deputies were inside the apartment he heard 
approximately ten to twelve gunshots. He ducked behind a vehicle until the shooting stopped at 
which time he saw the deputies exit the apartment. He checked to make sure they were not 
injured and saw that the sergeant’s shirt was ripped and he had blood splatter on the front. After 
determining that none of the deputies were injured, he entered the apartment, pronounced the 
victim dead and assisted in rendering aid to the suspect who was not breathing and did not have a 
pulse.
